This Fall s College Student Assembly, led by 
President Rick Hankins, was one of the most 
active CSA’s in the history of Santa Rosa Junior 
College. 

The most important accomplishment was the 
proposal and adoption of a new student body 
constitution. The first time the constitution was 
brought to the students in an election it was 
defeated because of a loop-hole giving CSA the 
right to pass any legislation with no recourse left 
open for the student body except by petition. 

The Fall CSA also donated the budgeted 
allowance for their banquet, $250, to the Salva¬ 
tion Army for food for needy families during 
Christmas. 

All in all, the Fall College Student Assembly 
was productive, and accomplished quite a bit 
during the five months of the Fall Semester. 
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For the Fall Semester, the Advisors 
for student activities were Mr. Curtis 
Askim and Mr. Eugene Canevari. Mr. 
Canevari took over the job alone when 
Mr. Askim went on sabbatical leave to 
England in the Spring Semester. 

Mr. Askim worked hard and long in 
student activities, and helped to give 
students a voice in the school adminis¬ 
tration. While holding this position, he 
advised many student body presidents, 
and helped in creating a better rela¬ 
tionship between the students and the 
faculty. 

Mr. Canevari, however, is just be¬ 
ginning his term as student activities 
advisor and has accomplished much in 
his short term of office. He has a great 
rapport with all students, and seeks to 
make student-faculty relations even 
better than they are at present. 

Santa Rosa Junior College is said to 
be one of the best, academically, in the 
United States, and we feel that we also 
have the greatest advisors of any J.C. in 
the U.S.
